Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 2, 4-7 and 1 9-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claim 19 in particular, the prior art does not teach an apparatus for pallet inspection 
comprising a computer with an analysis software configured to filter three-dimensional 
points to obtain a top surface geometry and topography by discarding points having a z- 
coordinate below a threshold, identifying a type and number of each object being 
inspected based on the top surface geometry and topography, determining a design of 
the object being inspected from the type and number of each element, and comparing 
each element of the object being inspected to a database to generate a list of repairs, 
these in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim. Claim 1 is allowable in 
view of the incorporation of the limitations of original claim 3 therein.
